REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails to 
disclose a receiver circuit with and amplifier whose operating point is set by a control terminal 
which is changed between two values at a user end by a user. Also, prior art fails to disclose a 
receiver circuit comprising: an optical reception device for generating a data signal in response to 
a received optical signal; an amplifier circuit comprising: a first transistor having a control 
terminal connected to receive the data signal from the optical reception device, a first terminal 
coupled to ground, and a second terminal, a second transistor having a control terminal 
connected to the second terminal of the first transistor, a first terminal coupled to the control 
terminal of the first transistor, and a second terminal coupled to an operating voltage source, a 
first configurable impedance network connected between the control terminal of the first 
transistor and the second terminal of the second transistor, and a second configurable impedance 
network connected between the operating voltage source and the second terminal of the first 
transistor; and means for controlling the first and second configurable impedance networks such 
that, in a first operating mode, the first configurable impedance network generates a relatively 
high impedance and the second configurable impedance network generates a relatively low 
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impedance, and in a second operating mode, the first configurable impedance network 
generates a relatively low impedance and the second configurable impedance network 
generates relatively high impedance.
